Visitors sat at comput- 
er screens and touch-screen 
voting tablets, and blackened 
boxes on optical scanning bal- 
lots to test the fancy voting 
options.

The plant has been auto- 
mated, engineering has 
improved and about 1,000 peo- 
ple are employed there, com- 


pared to 62 in 1992. 

“We've come a long way 
and have a long way to go,” 
said American Steel plant 
manager John Wories. “In the 
world market, we want to be 
the most efficient manufactur 
er of railroad castings by the 
year 2000.” 

ASF is one of six decentral- 
ized operating divisions of 
Amsted Industries, manufac- 
turing cast-steel freight car 
components and hot-coiled 
springs for rail cars and heavy 


construction and earth-moving 
equipment. 

It has received between $20 
and $30 million from Amsted 
to upgrade its plant in its 
quest to become the nation’s 
most efficient railroad-casting 
manufacturer. Coupled with 
strong capital investments and 
dedicated employees, ASF is 
well on its way 

“With employee efforts to 
change the way we do busi.

Fire chief explains the risks involved with th e use of fireworks

the most entertaining and 
safest place to watch fire- 
works light up the night sky is 
at Wilson Park, which has the 


fifth-largest pyrotechnic dis- 
play in Illinois. 

“Go to the supervised dis- 
play and get a nice view. That 
way, you don’t have to worry 
about starting a fire or injur- 
ing yourself or your family,” 
Talley said. 

Each year about 7,600 fire- 
work-related injuries occur. 
Nearly 2,000 result in perma- 
nent eye damage. Others 
injuries suffered in accidents 
include hearing loss, second- 
or third-degree burns or limb 








amputations. 

Firecrackers, M-80s and 
bottle rockets account for 46 
percent of injuries, followed 
by Roman candles and 
sparklers at 17 percent 

Sparklers, for example, 
reach temperatures of 1,800 
degrees Fahrenheit and 
remain hot enough to cause 
serious burns.well after they 
are extinguished. Last year, 
172 people in Illinois were hos-

Since no

Make sure issues of personal 
safety — like cars, intoxicants 
and friends — are addressed 
first, then proceed to 
troublesome behaviors — like 
disrespect or inappropriate 
language — and areas 
involving growth — like school 
or work. 

Some changes that are less 
important but easier to make 
can be included with high 
priority issues as long as the 
initial list is not so 
overwhelming as to be 
unenforceable. 

Make a plan with your 
spouse and present it to your 
child. Good plans are specific,

Establish clear limits, predicitable consequences for kids — 


have predictable consequences 
for misbehavior and are 
written down. 

It’s not enough to spelt out 
rules for your child. You also 
must ify Se how 
you respond to each type 
of misbehavior. 

Clear, firm coi juences: 
make discipline predictable. 
For instance, the 2-to-1-rule 
means a child who violates 
curfew loses two minutes of 
social time for every minute 
late, and the penalty will be 
deducted from the next time 
she or he is allowed social 
time. 

Writing the plan down 
eliminates indecision at the 
moment of crisis. It also 
allows for discipline to occur 
routinely — since it is 
predetermined — rather than 
emotionally. 


This non-emotional, 
matter-of-fact atest of 
consequences is key 
effective discipline because it 
nme to a child that_ 

disciplinary co! uence is 
really something the child 
chose by mis! aving, not an 
arbitrary reaction of an upset 
parent. 

Consequences for 
unanicipeted issues can be 
assigned when they arise. For 
instance, if your daughter 
wears her sister’s sweater 
without permission, she needs 
to lose the right to wear a 
special item from her own 
wardrobe for a week or so and 
must do something nice for her 
sister. 

When the consequences of a 
child’s misbehavior already 
have been predetermined, do 
not hesitate to follow through 











Granite City man indicted for tampering 


Alleged drug smuggler accused of striking witness with bottle

A Granite City man awaiting 
trial in Jersey County for drug 
smuggling was indicted by a 
federal grand jury Friday for 
retaliating against a federal 
witness in another drug cas 
‘Travis 
D. Mayes, 
GRANITE CITY 28, of the 
2600 block 
of East 23rd Street, was 
charged with one count of 
retaliation against a federal 
witness. 

The charge carries a 
maximum penalty of 10 years 
and a $250,000 fine. 

Assistant United States 
Attorney Michael J. Quinley 
said Mayes, who was expected 
to be arraigned in U.S. District 
Court in East St. Louis 
Monday, allegedly hit the 
witness with a beer bottle in a 
Granite City tavern in late 
March. The victim was taken 
to the hospital and received 
stitches. 

The victim had testified in 
the 1995 marijuana-trafficking 
trial of Jimmie Poe Sr., and 
Mayes’ name came up during 
that testimony, Quinley said 

Poe, 57, formerly of the 2700 
block of Cayuga Drive in 
Granite City, was sentenced to 


35 years in federal prison after 


ravis Mayes, already awaiting trial in 

Jersey County for his alleged partina 
drug smuggling operation in Madison and 
Jersey counties, was accussed of using a beer 
bottle to strike a witness in a 1995 
marijuana-trafficking trial in which Mayes’ 
name came up.

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Edwardsville market wins 
second straight state award 


Venue popular with shoppers, vendors alike

Gov. George Ryan isn’t the 
only one who gives the Land of 
Goshen Community Market in 
Edwardsville high marks. 
Vendors who participate 
regularly say the market has 
given them a whole new niche 
to fill. 


MADISON market 
COUNTY has 
proven to 
be a profitable exercise, 
bringing vendors from all 
over. Last Wednesday, it 
achieved one more high mark. 
It won its second consecutive 
Governor’s Hometown Award, 
taking first place for economic 
development in communities 
with a population of 12,000 to

Estimating hay 
value difficult 


How do you arrive at a fair 
price for a standing hay crop? 
Unlike corn or soybean land, 
there is seldom a 
widely-quoted, going rate for 
hay ground 
One method to estimate the 
value of standing hay is based 
on the going price of hay. This 
method uses the logic that the 
only difference between 
standing hay and hay in the 
barn is the harvest st. 
Based on the University of 
Illinois custom rates, harvest 
cost for small square bales 
would be approximately $30 
per ton. For example, if hay is 
$70 per ton, and yields are 2 
tons per acre for one cutting, 
harvest costs are $30. The 
value of standing hay would be 
$70 minus $30, which equals 
340 per ton, or $80 per acre. 
This method works well as a 
ng point of establishing a 
pr ce for hay ground. 
However, there are other 
considerations, such as quality 
of standing hay and additional 
weather risk. Based on this 
method and the average yield 
of four tons, we would pay $160 
per acre for the hay ground. 
This may not be the best 
method to establish a per acre 
rental rate for hay ground. 
Selling hay as a standing 
crop is basically the same as 
renting established hay 
ground. Cash rent for 
established grass/legume hay 
ground vaires widely 
depending on yields, hay 
quality, and local demand 
Iowa State reported in a 
recent survey, a range of $60 
to $90 per acre in northern 
Iowa to $35 to $50 in southern 
Iowa for hay land. For one 
cutting of hay, a 30 to 40 
percent of the yearly rent is 
appropriate. Early cuttings are 
usually worth more than late 
cuttings. 
The landowner may want to 
keep part of the hay crop 
instead of charging rent.

Mulching 

Mulch can be applied any 
time during the summer. 
There are numerous bene- 
fits of mulching. Moisture 
will be retained, and that's 
an important factor during 
the hot summer months. 
Less watering will be 
required and your 
plantings won't dry out. 
Mulch also helps keep 
weeds away. 


When applying mulch, be 
sure to cover the plant's 
root zone. A 3-to 4-inch 
layer of mulch is great for 
woody plants, while a 2- to 
3-inch layer works fine for 
herbaceous perennials. 


Never mound the mulch 
up against the stems and 
trunks of plants. Instead, 
leave a few inches of bare 
ground between the mulch 
and the plant's bark. 
Rodents like to use mulch 
as a cozy hideaway, and if 
the mulch is piled against 
the plant, the critters may 
end up gnawing on the 
bark. Result: A dead or 
weak plant. 


If your soil is on the 
sandy side, use a little 
more mulch. The opposite 
is true if your soil is heavy 
or wet. And if your soil is 
compacted, it’s best not to 
use mulch at all. 
Compacted soils hold 
plently of water and very 
little air. Adding mulch will 
make it harder for air to 
penetrate and for water to 
drain. 


For The Birds 

If you’ve been feeding the 
birds, continue to do so on 
a regular basis. By now 
they’ve become accus- 
tomed to your feeder and 
rely on it. 


Sometimes it’s absolutely 
necessary to cease feeding. 
If you must, try to do so 
gradually to give the birds 
a chance to find another 
source.

floor? Not a goad idea. The 
concrete floor may appear 
to be dry, but it can be de- 
ceiving. Moisture can and 
will work its way through 
concrete. Ever stored a bag 
of ready-mix concrete on 
the garage floor, only to 
find it hard as a rock a year 
later? That's the moisture 
working its way into the 
bag. 


Fertilizers and grass 
seeds can be rendered use- 
less by moisture that works 
its way into the bag, so 
keep them stored in a safer 
place, off the concrete. 


Stir Things Up 

If you started a compost 
pile, don’t forget to stir it 
now and then. This not 
only speeds up the decom- 
position process, but keeps 
the odor down. And that 
can be mighty important 
when the temperature 
soars into the nineties. 


Compost piles need to be 
stirred about twice a 
month, so try to get in the 
habit of tending it at least 
that often. You and your 
neighbors will be glad you 
did. 


Bare Patches 

If those unsightly bare 
spots in your lawn are 
getting you down, there's 
an easy way to fix ‘em up. 
Pick up a bag or two of 
Lawn Repair and you'll 
have everything you need 
at your fingertips, including 
the mulch. Scratch up the 
soil a little bit, then spread 
the stuff right from the bag. 
All you have to do is keep it 
moist and you'll have lush 
green grass in no time.

Are cigarettes easier to snuff 
out with walk around block?

Does exercise help a person quit 
smoking? A recent study published in the 
Archives of Internal Medicine (June 14, 
1999) studied this very 


thing. 
ie study random- 
ly divided 281 healthy, 
sedentary female smokers into two 
groups. Both ips of smokers used to 
inactivity took part in a cognitive-behav- 
ioral smoking cessation program for 12 
weeks. ~ a 

In addition, one group participated in 
a supervised exercise Brogan 
times a week, while the other received 
three health education lectures per week. 

Both groups were evaluated at one 
week five weeks into the program, 
then at the end of the 12-week program, 

i 60 after 





the lecture group. One year after the pro- 
gram began, about 12 percent of the 
exercise group, compared to 5.4 percent 
of the lec! oup, had kept their 
smoke-free habit. 

Weight gain is often a concern of those 
who quit smoking. Among these groups, 
those who exercised had greater physical 
capacity. at the end of the study and had 
gained less weight. The exercise group 
ened an average of 6.71 pounds, while 

lecture group gained an average of 
11.88 pounds. 

So did exercise facilitate smoking ces- 
sation? It is possible the physical activity 
replaced the smoking activity. i 

While it may be hard to get started, 
regular exercise increases physical 
capacity. In addition to benefits of the 
physical activity keeping weight in 
check, exercise generally offers mental 
benefits. It helps a person “feel” healthier 
and have healthier goals. 

This was a small study and there may 
be other reasons why more women in the 
exercise group were able to quit smok- 
ing. However, it is plausible, when con-

died in 
accidents

The government has reported that 
41,480 people died in U.S. traffic acci- 
dents in 1998 for the lowest total in the 

past four 
years. 
Alcohol 
was implicat- 
ed in acci- 
dents result- 
ing in 15,936 
of the deaths. 
That was 38.4 percent of the total and 
the lowest rate ever recorded, 
announced Rodney E. Slater, U.S. sec- 
retary of transportation. 

The 1998 fatality total was 1.3 per- 
cent below the 42,103 deaths that 
occurred in 1997. Total miles of vehicle 
travel in the country increased by 2 
percent last year, but statistically the 


1998 fatality rate still rounded to 1.6 
deaths per 100 million vehicle miles 
traveled as it did in 1997. 

Crash-related injuries declined 4.4 
percent in 1998 to 3.251 million. The 
1997 injury total was 3.399 million. 

The statisties were released as pre- 
liminary findings of the national 
Fatality Analysis Reporting System 
(FARS) which consists of pooled data 
contributed by law enforcement offi- 
cials in each state 

Numerous factors have contributed 
to the declining death and injury totals 
despite a continuing rise in the num- 
bers of licensed vehicles and miles 
traveled in the country. Most often 
cited are the improved safety of newer 
cars and trucks; greater awareness of 
the dangers of drunk driving and 
increased enforcement of laws against 


tion. As baby boomers and other dri- 
vers s into and beyond middle age, 
a smaller portion of vers come from 
the younger, higher-risk age groups. 
Some safety activists and business. 
interest groups, such as insurance 
companies, opposed repeal of the old 
55-mph national maximum speed limit 
and predicted it would lead to more 
deaths and injuries. Last year’s fatali 
ty total was 19 percent lower than the 
total 20 years ago. In 1979, when the 55- 
mph limit was still in effect, there 
were 51,903 auto- and truck-related 
fatalities, 10,423 more than last year 
Fatalities involving large trucks and 
edestrians fell in 1998 to contribute to 
he overall favorable trend. The U.S. 
Department of Transportation reported 
that fatalities in accidents involving 
large trucks declined 1.8 percent last 


declined 1.3 percent to 5,284 

Fatalities involving motorcyclists, 
however, increased 4.5 percent to 2,243 

An omnipresent factor in fatal acci 
dents continues to be the non-use of 
seat belts, Slater said. About 62 per- 
cent of the people who died last year 
were not wearing them. 

“We've been saying it for years and 
it’s still true — buckle up and increase 
your chance of survival,” said Ricardo 
E. Martinez, administrator of the 
National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration. 

About 70 percent of motorists and 
passengers now are believed to be 
seat-belt users. Slater said the admin- 
istration of President Bill Clinton has 
set a target of 85-percent belt usage. If 
that goal could be reached, 4,000

A RESOLUTION PROHIBITING THE SOLICITATION AND 
ACCEPTANCE OF GIFTS BY ELECTED OR APPOINTED 
OFFICIALS OR ANY EMPLOYEE OF BELLEVILLE AREA 
COLLEGE AND ADOPTING THE STATE GIFT BAN ACT 
WHEREAS, the General Assembly has enacted the State Gift Ban Act 
(P.A. 90-737; House Bill 672; 5 ILCS 425/1 et. seq.), which became effective 
on January 1, 1999; and 
WHEREAS, Section 83 of the Act (5 ILCS 425/83) provides in pertinent 
part: 
Within six (6) months after the effective date of this Act, units of local 
government, home rule units, and school districts shall Prohibit the 
solicitation and acceptance of gifts, and shall enforce those 
pro! ms, in @ manner substantially in accordance with the 
requirements of this act and shall adopt provisions no less restrictive 
than the provisions of this Act. 
NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 
OF BELLEVILLE AREA COLLEGE as follows: 
STATE GIFT ACT 





Section 1. Adoption of Act. 

(a) The State Gift Ban Act (5 ILCS 425 et seq.) is hereby adopted as 
required by Section 83 of the Act (5 ILCS 425/83). 

The solicitation or the acceptance of gifts prohibited to be solicited 
or accepted under the Act is prohibited by an elected or 
appointed official or any employee of Belleville Area College. 


All non-salaried appointed or elected officials are exempted from the 
act and provisions of this Resolution. 


Section 2. State Legislative Ethics Commission: Complaints. 

All complaints for violations of the Act and this Resolution shall be filed 
with the State Legislative Ethics Commission (created by Section 45(a) 
(6) of the Act). 


Section 3. Existing Ethics Resolutions or Gift Ban Resolution, 

This Resolution does not repeal or otherwise amend or modify any 
previous Resolutions which regulate the conduct of the Belleville Area 
College Officials and Employees. If previous Resolutions are less 
Ban Act and this Resolution, then the 
provisions and this Resolution shall prevail in accordance with the 
provisions of Section 95 of the Act (5 ILCS 425/95). 

Section 4. Future Amendments to State Gift Ban Act. 

Any amendment to the State Gift Ban Act (5 ILCS 425/1 et seq.) that 
becomes effective after the passage of this Resolution shall be 
incorporated into this Resolution by reference and shall be applicable 
to the solicitation and acceptance of gifts. However, any amendment 
that makes its provisions optional for adoption by Districts shall not be 
incorporated into this Resolution by reference without formal action by 
the Board of Trustees. 

Section 5. Future Declaration of Unconstitutionality of State Gift Ban 
Ast.

(a) If the Illinois Supreme Court declares the State Gift Ban Act (5 
ILCS 425/1 et seq.) unconstitutional in its entirety, then this 
Resolution shall be repealed as of the date that the Supreme 
Courts decision becomes final and not subject to any further 
appeals or rehearings. The Resolution shall be deemed repealed 
without further action by the Board of Trustees if the Act is found 
unconstitutional by the Illinois Supreme Court. 

(b) If the Illinois Supreme Court declares part of the State Gift Ban Act 
(5S ILCS 425/1 et seq.) unconstitutional but upholds the 
constitutionality of the remainder of the Act or does not address 
the remainder of the Act, then the remainder of the Act as 
adopted by this Resolution shall remain in full force and effect; 
however, that part of this Resolution relating to the part of the Act 
found unconstitutional shall be deemed repealed without further 
action by the Board of Trustees.
